A TIME FOR HEALING

In deference to Eric Hogberg, W4TAH, and his timely and ex- 
plorative guest editorial in the October Florida Skip, may I adda 
few numbered excerpts from my 17-page report submitted to the 
ARRL Board of Directors just prior to one of their board meetings 
a few years ago. I also entertain the thought that some of it will 
find its way to the WARC 92 table. Some up-to-date thoughts are 
added. 

12. The History, the Importance and the Future of the Interna- 
tional Morse Code. 

a. It is obvious that code activity is diminishing, but it is 
not destined to follow marine radio telegraphy to its imminent de- 
mise. Granted there are very few, if any, of our venerable protec- 
tors of the code left — those pioneers, the romantics who first dis- 
covered the International Morse Code and fell in love with their 
enticing mistress. And in their dimly lit radio shacks they consu- 
mated their love affair amidst the sounds and flares of spark and 
arc. 

b. But a young breed of potential code artisans are joining 
our fraternity, coming up through the novice program and rap- 
idly upgrading to the ranks of extra class. Anxious to display their 
ego, show off their charm with their sophisticated keyers, they too 
are vulnerable to the wiles of their mistress looking on. And she is 
even more beautiful than ever, for now her novice is like the 
sound of a flute echoing from the mountain top to the valley be- 
low. 

c. And now, to support these champions, let us stop de- 
meaning the code, but rather spend a little time edifying it. After 
all, is this not what the spirit of good fellowship within the ama- 
teur radio fraternity is all about? 

d. In the ARRL plan it is emphasized that the code’s func- 
tion as a universal language is an adequate reason to retain the 
code as a requirement on the HF bands. It also emphasizes that 
the code experience enhances the ability to listen, to discriminate 
and to react. Power to do more than one thing at a time could be 
added. (Remember when we could copy a few words behind, light 
up a cigarette or sip a cool one and still catch up with our copy on 
the good old Western Union mill.) For example, note keeping, 
talking on your feet above distractions, etc. Further, ARRL 
touches on the sense of accomplishment and self-confidence de- 
rived from mastering the code. I wonder how many of the code de- 
meaners are aware that over and above W1AW fast code practice 
there is available on the HF bands code practice text up to 75 
words-per-minute? 

e. Are we really giving the code a fair shake? How as an in- 
ternational language it can assist the student interested in foreign 
languages as a possible entry into a particular career field, U.S. 
Embassies, import/export business, etc. Even more important, 
the physiological and psychological effects mentioned sound like 
positive attributes a personnel manager would be interested in 
evaluating a potential employee. Have educators, business man- 
agers and their military counter-parts been queried as to any cor- 
relation in this connection? 

13. Yes, I have had a long and adventurous love affair with the 
International Morse Code. And of course, as a ham of over 66 
years, the passion has dimmed, the ardor has waned, but the nos- 
talgia will remain until the day I die. On the other hand, I

I wish to compliment you on your recent letter about “‘The ARRL and I.”” You have 
certainly stated the facts. Unfortunately, the goal of ARRL appears to be the 
establishment of a bigger, more affluent ARRL. 

Our league has become a tremendous bureaucracy which is self-serving and self- 
perpetuating. I too, had a call some years ago when I protested that the league em- 
phasis is getting too technical for the amateur. Both QST and the ‘‘Radio Amateur’s 
Handbook” are no longer organs of amateur radio, but are closer to “private 
professional radio.” 

This aspect of ‘‘professionalism”’ versus ‘‘amateurs” is very evident when you try to 
find out “‘how to do something” and are confronted with the following type of assistance 
quoted from the handbook: ial 

“Fortunately, it is possible to determine the input resistance and reactance of 

a terminated line if the load resistance and reactance are known. . . etc.” 

Now in all fairness the text does go on to explain through graphs and additional 
formulas the derivations of the constants in the above equation . . . but my point is... do 
we need this in amateur radio? 

We are by name amateurs not professional engineers. The ARRL has forgotten this. 
I cannot understand why amateur is still part of the league logo. I have seen ads offering 
positions to qualified engineers on the ARRL staff at large salaries. But, try to get 
something free or for a small price from the ARRL. . . there is no such thing. 

We know what is going on . . . get on the staff and then “play the game’”’ . . . we will 
blow ourselves up until amateur radio bursts . . . so what!

strongly recommend no-code licensing. In fact I have agitated my 
peers for at least two decades with this opinion. You will note in 
_ paragraph 17 to follow that I am guilty of even greater heresy 
than that. There is no doubt in my mind that there are places in 
our frequency spectrum where code is not required or needed. 

14. Eulogy to the Mother of the International Morse Code and 
an Inspiration to Her Progeny. 

a. He created her and he named her the International 
Morse Code. And He took from her womb a tiny seed with its bil- 
lions of electrons. And He placed her seed in the mind of man, and 
man carried this part of her into the universe. And she was like a 
- bridge between planet and planet. And the Sacred Mystery, the 

magical numbers 73 and 88 carried her message of: ‘‘Peace on 
earth good will toward all men,”’ to the edge of infinity where she 
would still be heard and understood. 

16. Updating and Improving the Status and the Prestige of 
FCC Licenses. 

a. Amateur radio, the beloved and eternal name of our in- 

ternational fraternity is now somewhat of a misnomer, caught up 
in the inevitable progress of high technology. And changing it 
would be as bad as burning our flag. But, perhaps this is the time 
to stop and smell the flowers, and discover that our roses need 
more attention than just weeding. 

b. If I had to describe a name which best describes what 
amateur radio means today, and would arouse the public’s inter- 
est, perhaps it would be something like this: amateur radio — an 
institution of amateur radio communicators and amateur space 
scientists. What is amateur radio’s destiny in space? Is space now 
its testing lab? Certainly we will continue to recognize and accept 
the technological challenges ahead. But, the winds of change 
blowing across our fractured domain seem to be telling us it is 
time to envision a new and powerful philosophy within our world- 
wide ranks. 

c. Millions of amateurs are bound together in an inde- 
structible bond of international friendship, goodwill and a mutual 


understanding of the encompassing purpose of amateur radio. 

d. There are no political barriers in amateur radio. There 
are no ethnic, cultural or religious limitations within its ranks. No 
amateur traveling the world as a tourist will ever be without a 
friendly greeting or a helping hand from a fellow amateur he has 
met on the air. 

e. On the north wall of my shack hang the faded and rag- 
ged parchments of memorabilia, 9 x 12 inches, and still rather im- 
pressive. They are Radio Operator Amateur First Grade, Radio 
Telephone Operator First Class and Radio Telegraph Operator 
First Class. They are all cancelled, but remain as conversational 
pieces, with Amateur First Grade License, issued January 10, 
1926, at the Boston Custom House, as my favorite. I still remem- 
ber that perpetual smile etched on the genial countenance of Bar- 
tholmew McCarthy, the ever-encouraging testing officer. 

f. When I compare the 10-year wallet size license pinned 
on the shelf of my operating table, I think of the sales pitch it 


. would be for the dedicated recruiter to show off much more im- 


pressive diplomas of accomplishments. The first step forward be- 
ing to obtain that first green certificate for completing the first 
entry section in the free, but finest correspondence course in the 
world, leading to the final gold diploma and a doorway to an engi- 
neering scholarship or an exciting job opportunity. 

g. When I started this report I promised myself that I 
would not “‘defer the dream to wither away and die like a rare 
plant left in the blazing sun of abandonment.”’

gold. Each diploma will certify as to accomplishments leading to 
total accomplishments certified on gold diploma. In other words, 
the student would have a history of his progression to and includ- 
ing graduation, similar to a high school graduate’s grades for sub- 
mission to college. 

(2) In our present state of the economy, the tremendous 
national debt, and with our legislatures overwhelmed and seem- 
ingly somewhat confused by many domestic and international af- 
fairs facing them, changing the license procedure and psychology 
would be a horrendous task. Any possibility of such a radical 
change in this decade very doubtful. But why not start thinking 
~ about it now. For example, one way to promote this educational 
philosophy would probably be to eliminate all internal incentives 
and in turn strenuously defend the proposition that the prestige of 
this new and innovative amateur radio operator license as an ex- 
ternal incentive would be far more valuable and purposeful than 
the present incentive program. 

(3) Obviously, top educators, business executives and 
the military would have to be queried to see if correlation could be 
established and a relevant type of collateral examination devised 
with appropriate recognition of its inherent value. Then the pre- 
sent extra class could go back to the books if he wanted the gold 
just as wallpaper. 

17. Security and Unity of the Amateur Family. 

a. Too many years ago to remember the date, I started to 
write a letter to Senator Barry Goldwater, K7UGA, because of his 
political clout and his affinity with amateur radio. In this letter I 
had hoped to enlist his aid in suggesting a license modification for 
the head of the household who would qualify which would permit 
communications with his base station and a mobile unit by a 
spouse and qualified children. No other allowed. A limited operat- 
ing procedure and FCC laws examination would qualify them to 
communicate to and from either unit under the direct or indirect 
supervision of the licensee. < 

b. Because of the accusation of heresy by a few of my 
peers, I did not mail the letter. And now, with K7UGA advocating 
no-code license I entertain the thought, ‘“How close was I to her- 
esy then, how close to prophecy am I now?”’ 

c. If the above recommendations were ever approved with 
no limitations what would be the worst situation? I really can not 


visualize any except the grumble of the die hards, and the irra- 


tional contempt by some of our brainwashed young techs and nov- 
ices. Comments by these youngsters in our fraternity lead me to 
believe that they have been editorially brainwashed. : 

d. There would be no additional QRM. Supervision would 
actually be greater than any novice or technician would ever 
have. Equipment would be the finest and properly adjusted. 
Transmissions would be controlled, and if emergency access toa 
repeater were urgently needed to report help needed, they would 
be ethical and supervised. In fact, operation would be more ethi- 
cal than now heard on most of our bands. And to paraphrase an 
old cliche, ‘“The family that communicates together stays to- 
gether.”’ The headlines, ‘‘Amateur Radio Thwarts Rapist,’’ would 
make history, and open a “‘doorway”’ never envisioned. 

18. Tribute to the Forgotten But Indispensable XYL. 

a. In this report the reference to a mistress is of course 
metaphorical, but what about the long-overlooked XYL? In con- 
trast, the outstanding YL’s who contribute so much to our total 
amateur radio accomplishments are publicized in our ham maga- 
zines. And rightly so. 

b. Even the name YL is complimentary. It has a touch of 
class. Even to the perennial YL it is ageless. And how romantic 
can you get, when the young potential novice on his first blind 
date asks what she does for excitement, and she answers, ‘‘I am 
an amateur radio YL operator.”’ And they lived happily together, 
and they built an antenna farm, and they lined the wall of their 
dual-position shack with QSL’s. And they raised four little nov- 
ices, two boys and two girls. ae 

; c. On the other hand, there is an XYL. Outside of the fra- 
ternity’s circle it is not so complimentary a name: ex-wife, ex- 
girlfriend are not very complimentary connotations. She says she 
is just a housewife or mother. But beyond the multitude of duties, 


taking care of the OM and the kids, it’s PTA, church organist, Lit- 
tle League car-pooler and Pink Lady volunteer at the local hospi- 
tal. Not much time to follow the OM on his safaris into hobbyland. 
Ever patient, with all those lost moments — the hours, the days, 
hamfests, field days and conventions. And on top of that, raiding 
her carefully planned budget for that new tower or tribander. And 
now it is computers and packet. 

d. How do we extol the virtues of our XYL’s? What would 
amateur radio be without her? The helpmate, the XYL behind the 
man behind the key or mike. Would publishing a monthly best let- 
ter in QST with a one-year subscription to QST magazine be a 
start? For want of a better title it could simply be, ‘‘To My XYL, 
with Love.”’ 

20. In closing, may I truly hope that the board does not con- 
sider this report too subjective or too opinionated. It is not the 


‘gripe of a grumpy homesteader. Rather, it is a story about the 


soul of amateur radio which should be given room to soar much 
higher. It places no limitations on the potential or the immortality 
of our beloved fraternity. 

21. I owe amateur radio a great debt for carrying me into an 
exciting and challenging career to a comfortable retirement and 
full medical insurance. This is my payment to amateur radio for 
this debt. And I am giving it my best shot. 

22. There is a quote which has given me comfort and encour- 
agement at various times when my principles came in conflict 
with opposing opinions. And, if there are dreamers at ARRL or 
FCC who have visions beyond today and into the future of ama- 
teur radio, perhaps they may also find strength and encourage- 
ment from it. 

a. “No man or woman should ever be chastised by the ma- 
jority for being part of the minority who have the courage of their 
dreams of doing better things — of doing good.”’ 

23. 73 and 88 to the entire staff of ARRL, and my sincerest 
wishes for your continued success. And in finding the key to the 
mythical Pandora’s box, instead of just finding ‘‘human blessings 
missing,’’ who knows, there just may be a piece of gold waiting 
there.”

Dear Sir: 

I am in receipt of your letter of September 1, 1991, regarding 
amateur radio tag fees. 

Section 320.083, Florida Statutes, governs the issuance of 
license plates with amateur radio call letters. The statutes state 
the license tax are the same as for vehicles described in Section 
320.09 (2), (3)(a), (b) or (c) or (9). Section 320.083 (1)(b), states 
an initial fee of $5, an d a fee of $1.50 thereafter. The additional $5 
is paid on the first issuance of the amateur radio license plate; the 
$1.50 is collected on the renewal of the plate. 

However, if the amateur radio call letters are to be issued on 
one of the specialty personalized license plates such as Florida 
Salutes Veterans, Super Bowl, manatee, etc., the required fees 
for that license plate must be collected as well as the registration 
fees and amateur radio tag fees.

It’s very important to everyone — amateur 
radio, MARS and the public. 
Florida Army MARS is still exploring the impact of a drastic 
and sudden net plan change imposed by U.S. Army MARS. In 


addition to the changes in the net schedule, there are changes to | 


the frequencies used as well. 

The popular morning /A net was dropped as was the evening 
/M net which was the key to the active participation of many Pan- 
handle members and those members throughout Florida who are 
still working. The newly-assigned net times occur during the 
afternoon which precludes any participation by those members 
who are still actively employed. Bert Fow, AAA4FL, our State 
MARS director and his staff are working diligently to regain these 
_ two nets. Greater use of VHF is being encouraged as well as 
packet transmissions for exchange of traffic. 

For those members who feel that they have been cut adrift by 
all these changes, Bert, AAA4FL urges those members to be 
patient and to stay with MARS until changes more favorable to 
Florida’s program can be made. To put it in Me vernacular, 
“‘Hang in there.”’ 

As former net control station of the /A and /M fot: I’d like to 
express my gratitude to those members who were regular par- 
ticipants on those nets. Your loyalty and assistance made those 
nets the highlight of my day. Thank you for being there and for 
providing many great experiences. 

The morning of October 4, 1991, saw Florida Army MARS 
capability to respond to an unexpected emergency really tested. 
The Eastern Area Emergency Coordinator, AAM3EC called an 
emergency recall exercise for Region Four that was totally 
unannounced. Not even the State MARS Directors were given any 
advance warning. This is, of course, as it should be. An 
emergency, other than a hurricane, is not likely to announce itself 
before occurring. 

Region Four includes Alabama, Florida, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Mississippi, North Carolina, South Carolina and Tennessee. 
Throughout the region, telephone contacts and other methods 
were used to notify members that a recall was in progress. These 


are exactly the methods that would be used in the case of a 


genuine emergency. 

The recall began while a Georgia net was in progress at 1530Z 
and continued, including after-action comments and suggestions, 
until 1700Z. In spite of Georgia stations already being on the net 
when it started, Florida Army MARS had the greatest number of 
participants. Good work, Florida! 

The simulation centered around a fictitious Hurricane Dawn 
which struck Georgia with 125 miles-per-hour winds and creating 
a tidal surge that devastated the entire Georgia coast. Exercise 
mesSages were passed making the event quite realistic. 

In looking at the stations who had checked in, the number was 
manageable but, even more important, the geographic coverage 
was quite balanced and complete. No area would have been 
without contact. The Eastern Area Emergency Coordinator,

TERM “SEVERE HANDICAP” CLARIFIED 
FOR AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE 
MORSE CODE EXEMPTION 
(PR DOCKET 90-356) 
Reported from the FCC News Article 
The commission has added to its amateur radio rules a 
requirement that, to be considered a ‘‘severe handicap” for the 
purposes of being exempted from the higher speed Morse Code 
requirement, the disability must extend for more than 365 days 
beyond the date of the certification. 


On December 13, 1990, the commission adopted a Report and 
Order that exempted from the higher speed Morse Code 
telegraphy examinations amateur operator licensees who, 
because of severe handicaps, are incapable of passing those 
examinations, and who obtain a physician’s certification to that 
effect. This was done to make the amateur radio service more 
accessible to persons with handicaps. 


The commission had denied three petitions for reconsideration 
of that action with the exception of the suggestion that “severe 
handicap” be clarified. The petitioners would have had the 
commission eliminate the ‘‘severe handicap” exemption entirely, 
list the severe handicaps or disabilities that would qualify for the 
exemption and allow optometrists to certify persons as severely 
handicapped.

VEC STATISTICS LISTED 


An increased market share for the ARRL- Volunteer Examiner 
Coordinator program has been attributed to new services begun 
this year. 

In the first four months of 1991 the ARRL/VEC coordinated 
37.7 percent of the examinations conducted by accredited Volun- 
teer Examiners. For the subsequent five months, this share 
climbed to 52.0 percent. In the most recent month for which 
statistics are available, September 1991, the ARRL share was 
56.1 percent. 

Earlier this year, a toll-free WATS line became available for 
ARRL volunteer examiners, instant accreditation of non-ARRL 
VEs was implemented, computer software was made available for 
exam generation and administration, and exam teams were al- 
lowed to retain up to $4 of each allowable $5.25 test fee to recoup 
their expenses. As a result of these and improvements in service, 
the popularity of the ARRL VEC program is climbing dramati- 
cally. .

THE A.R.R.L. ANDI 
By Eric G. Hogberg, W4TAH 

A gentleman called me, long distance, the other day and asked 
me why I was so against the ARRL. Actually, he used some rather 
strong words. I do the same thing sometimes when I get upset 
about something. I think the question is a fair one. So for the rest 
of my readers, who feel the same way, I will try to answer that 
question. 

First, Iam a member of the ARRL. I have also acted in the 
capacity of official observer coordinator, and Amateur Auxiliary 
coordinator in Florida, for them. The first book I read about 
amateur radio was a copy of the QST, which was given to me by a 
gentleman whom I call my Elmer. He also taught me about the 
wonders of handling messages on the National Traffic System. 
When he let me listen to his Sunday morning contacts with a 
station in Great Britain, I was hooked. I still am. 

The first QST was in September of 1936. I was 14 and I thought 
that the ARRL was really a special organization, to be doing this 
for people like me. I was memserized, and held the organization 
in almost reverent fashion for the next 45 years. Due to World 
War II and college, I didn’t get my license until 1950. In the mean- 
time, I kept track of what was going on in the amateur circles, by 
reading QST and other amateur-related publications. 

About 1980 or 81, I started to note subtle changes in what I was 
reading and hearing from the league. I found more and more 
articles that just weren’t for me. It didn’t bother me too much at 
first, but as the years went by, I realized that, the interest of the 
league had shifted. It didn’t seem to be directed at ordinary 
amateurs like me. It was more for specialized groups or 
organizations. 

I am not against the organization known as the ARRL or the 
league. They have been one of the leading forces in bringing 
amateur radio to the position it is in. Good and bad. That doesn’t 
mean that they are always right, nor does it mean that they are 
always wrong. I have been against several of the things that they 
have done in the past. I later had to admit that they were right and 
I was wrong, on a few of them. I must agree that some were for 
the benefit of the entire amateur population. 

On the other hand, I haven’t seen anything that has been for 
the benefit of the entire amateur community in the last several 
years either. Lately, it seems to be for special groups or special 
interests. With the new blood and new ideas, we have today, I 
believe that the league has got to get its head out of the sand and 
look around, or they won’t be around. Change is inevitable, but 
now it’s occurring so fast its hard to keep up. 

As a member of the league, I feel that I have, not only the 
right, but the duty, to point out that certain things concerning the 
league actions are wrong. As a matter of fact, when I speak at 
meetings, amateurs will come up to me with their pet peeve, and 
ask me to write something about so and so. If they are league 
members I tell them that they should do it. I will keep in mind 
their request, and if I hear it often enough, I will let my opinion be 
known. 

Now you know my secret, most of my opinions are what others 
are telling me. 

For the ARRL to represent the entire amateur radio service is 
one hell of a big job, and it’s not easy. I could point out several 
recent happenings that have been wrong, in my opinion, but Iam 
more interested in where and what direction the league is going 
in. Some of my questions are embarrassing to the league, I know, 
but I want to know what has happened to an organization that I

FLORIDA ARMY M.A.R.S. NEWS 
By Lorraine S. Matthew, AAM3PR 

Florida Army MARS, as part of Eastern-Area MARS, will be 
participating in Operation: Holidays which opened October 1st, 
and will continue through December 15th. 

Operation: Holidays is a nation-wide public relations cam- 
paign designed to promote the use of radiograms by the general 
public. This MARS campaign is unusual in its scope because it 
includes the National Traffic System (NTS) instead of only the 
MARS traffic system. By working together, MARS and all of 
amateur radio have much to gain. 

In this dual approach, messages and bulletins have been 
circulated via the two-meter packet system to radio clubs and 
amateurs all over the country. Similar messages are being cir- 
culated within the MARS system as well. The dual approach 
emphasizes the fact that the amateur radio community has two 
fine message systems to offer. 

The campaign proposal urges all amateurs and MARS 
members to promote the idea of having the public send radio- 
grams during this holiday season. People everywhere could 
supplement the usual sending of greeting cards with radio traffic 
instead. The recipients would enjoy the different approach and 
the maintenance of friendships via high tech. 

Both the NTS and MARS are available for the sending of 
messages. NTS handles message traffic for civilians sending to 
civilians. MARS handles message traffic for civilians sending to 
military and vice-versa. 

Most of the public doesn’t know that either service exists. The 
public needs to be informed that both the NTS and MARS are up 
and running and are very capable of carrying messages to and 
from loved ones. 

The ultimate goal of the Operation: Holidays campaign is to 
develop such familiarity by the general public with the two traffic 
systems that the sending of radiograms becomes a natural habit 
for people everywhere. 

MARS and NTS have earned reputations for being top-notch 
services. Only by continuing to handle message traffic can these 

* reputations be sustained. 

In addition to the handling of messages, MARS has a primary 
mission of being an adjunct to the Army and its communications 
needs. These needs include supplying communications when 
needed by communities in times of emergency or disaster. Thus, 
in addition to serving our country, MARS operators serve local 
areas as well. 

NTS operators have similar roles in community service. 
Message handling skills are essential to the emergency 
capabilities of both groups. Only an informed public can generate 
the message traffic needed to keep traffic handlers’ skills at 
optimum levels. 

I had a MARS member once remark that MARS operators are 
not here to serve the general public. On the surface, that might be 
true. We, in Army MARS, are an adjunct to Army needs. But, in 
order to be a MARS operator, we must first be duly licensed 
amateur operators. Thus, the needs of the amateur community as 
well as the needs of MARS are our responsibility. 

Amateur radio operators and amateur radio clubs have an 
obligation to the public. That public should be served by amateur 
radio. The more they are served, and this service is visible, the 
greater the benefits to be accrued. Only an informed public, using 
the services available to them, will know that amateur radio is an 
important service. Only an informed public can help to protect 
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the amateur bands from being usurped by other potential users. 
Only an informed public can make legislators and regulators see 
the value of amateur radio as a national asset. 

Only the amateur community and MARS members can get the 
word out to the public. MARS members have a unique opportunity 
to foster public awareness of the MARS programs. Most people 
know that hams exist (not necessarily what they do, but... ). 
Most people do not know that MARS exists. This is the barrier of 
ignorance that we, in MARS, must overcome. In the light of all 
kinds of budget cuts, we need public support. 

Many military personnel and their families, friends and loved 
ones are not even aware of our work. All the military bases must 
be contacted and made aware of the value that MARS represents. 
That value was certainly made evident during the Gulf War. 

The call goes out to all Florida Army MARS members. Act 
now! Get your radio clubs involved. Write letters to editors. 
Submit news items. Get posters up. Talk to your families, your 
friends, your neighbors. Talk to your community leaders. Get 
involved. 

Everyone will benefit from just a little effort on each 
operator’s part. Think of the snowflake — so fragile and so small. 
Think about what happens when that little snowflake works 
together with a lot of other little snowflakes! You MARS mem- 
bers who have lived in the northern parts of the country know full 
well what I mean. 

For those MARS members who need further information 
and/or materials, contact me via MARSgram, via net, via two- 
meter packet (N4ZCF @ W4ZBB), via mail, via telephone, via 
whatever else is available. 

Let’s make this holiday season flow with happy greetings.

e Write out the message on a radiogram form or paper. Re- 

member, you are supposed to keep a copy in your files. 

e Count the words. If much over 25, try using one of the 

ARRL numbered messages (see part four). 

e Check spelling and clarity. 

If it looks right, connect to your Home BBS. This is where you 
get your mail, and the logical place to start your first NTS mes. 
sage. 

ei receiving the usual greeting and prompt, type: 

(1) ST (2) 43113 (3) @ NTSOH.OH 

1. ST tells the BBS you are going to send traffic. 

2. 43113 is the ‘‘zip code.”’ 

3. @ NTSOH should be enough, but some BBS need the .OH 
(state). 

The BBS will ask for a title or subject. Type: 

(4) Columbus 

4. Columbus is the city. 

5. 614/555 is the ‘‘area code’’ and ‘‘exchange.’’ The NTS OP in 
Ohio will see this in the subject line and take the message for de- 
livery if its in his calling area. 

The BBS will ask for your message. Refer to your written 
copy and don’t forget the carriage returns!

September, 1991, big news in the DX ‘world. Both Burma, 
XYORR and Albania, ZA1A have been on the air! The operation in 
Burma just completed and then Albania started. Both of these 
countries have not allowed amateur radio in many, many years. 

For two DXers that I know, Albania was the last one they 
needed to have worked all of the current countries. 

DX Packet Cluster 

The DX Packet Cluster program that was at the IBM Radio 
Club has been moved to the Florida Medical Center in Ft. 
Lauderdale. A down-level version of the program was installed at 
the IBM Radio Club. A while ago, the node at IBM was going to be 
shut down, but it is now being used to link to other packet clusters 
to the north. 

The node at the Florida Medical Center uses the call of N4&TL 
and is on 145.59 and 145.01 (HST1, OKE1). 145.01 is used to link to 
the Marco Island node, N1DL. The node at the IBM Radio Club is 
N4TL-1 and is on 145.59 and 145.07 (WB4QNX-3,407994). 

The DX Packet Cluster is a conference system that allows 
many Stations to be connected at one time and share DX in- 
formation. 

In Florida there are currently up to 10 nodes connected 
together. Each one of these nodes has an IBM or IBM compatible 
computer running. Users connect to one of the 10 nodes. The nodes 
are interconnected on 220 MHz or two meters. 

I have seen up to 98 users at one time connected to the various 
nodes. When a user enters DX or WWV information at his ter- 
minal it is sent to all connected users. If you want to see who is 
connected and which nodes they are connected to use the com- 
mand SHOW/C. The SHOW/CL command will give a count of the 
number of nodes and number of users.

43.16 Unlawful to install radio equipment’ using assigned 
frequency of state or law enforcement officers; definitions; ex- 
ceptions; penalties.— 

(1) No person, firm or corporation shall install in any motor 
vehicle or business establishment, except emergency vehicles as 
herein defined, or places established by municipal, county, state, 
or federal authority for governmental ‘purposes, any frequency 
modulation radio receiving equipment so adjusted or tuned as to 
receive messages or signals on frequencies assigned‘ by the 
Federal Communications Commission to police or law enforcement 
officers of.any city or county of the staté, or to the state or any of its 
agencies, Provided, nothing herein shall be construed to affect any 
radio station licensed by the Federal Communications System. 

‘(2) As used in this section the term “‘emergency vehicle” shall 
specifically mean:

issue them. Not only that, the people in the office apparently are 
seldom confronted with this request. If you think about it for a few 
minutes, you can understand this. There are relatively few ham 
operators when compared with the overall Florida population and 
not all hams really want a ham license plate. 

Some don’t want the special license because it implies that the 
car is loaded with valuable radios to be taken. It’s like a flag 
waving on the two-meter antenna on the car itself. 

Others felt that it would be of help in an emergency situation. 
Police and firemen would know that the car is or may be in use for 
some type of emergency communications. 

At the DMV Office we found that the application form had to be 
sent directly to Tallhassee. This form was provided and is called 
the “‘Application for Amateur Radio License Plate.”’ It’s simple to 
fill out and requires your name and address, proof that you hold 
an unrevoked and unexpired official Amateur Radio License 
issued by the FCC. It must indicate the date of issue and your call- 
sign. You also must fill in the serial number, the year and make of 
the car. 

Before you go in the office write down your current Florida tag 
number. You will also need to know your Florida Title Number, 
the Vehicle Identification Number (VIN), type of vehicle and 
weight of vehicle. Fortunately they know the weight of the car. 
Don’t forget to sign this form. 

The young lady in the office was most helpful. I had to make a 
trip out to the car in question to find the license plate number and 
the Florida Vehicle Registration Certificate. The latter seemed to 
have hidden itself at the bottom of the glove compartment. Once 
located and presented to the clerk, she made copies to be included 
in the mailing of the request to Tallahassee. Fortunately the 
required proof of insurance was in the same plastic Ziploc bag so I 
didn’t have to go out again in the heat of mid-day. 

Next you have to find out how much you will need to pay. I was 
assured that you will get a refund on any existing money already 
paid for all the unused time that exists on your current license. 

We finally got everything into a stamped envelope and mailed.

Unfortunately, we had gotten the wrong amount and all the 
paperwork was returned with a very nice four-paragraph letter 
stating that the remittance was $5.50 short. Fortunately, it gave a 
telephone number, (904) 488-4127, to call between 8:00 a.m. and 
4:30 p.m. EST, for assistance or information. 

My recommendation is that you call them first and be sure to 
get the name of the person to whom you are talking. 

Now it just happened that we bought a new car in the middle of 
this process. We could have had a problem facing us if the other 
application had been accepted. 

Actually, the delay in the paperwork worked out fine. When the 
new car’s registration came, we dug out all the forms and filled 
them in. We called Tallahassee, got the right amount to send and 
mailed the whole package to Tallahassee. 

Our understanding is that it can take between six and eight 
weeks before the license plates arrive. We are waiting.

Plan on a personalized tag fee (each year) of $12.00. 

There is also a county tax office service fee of $2.50, but it is 
already included in the quoted basic auto fee. 

Example: ham tag, first time, class 02 (a medium-sized car) 
costs — $32.60 + $10.00 + $1.50 or $44.10. 

So, now you know. 

Ihave often felt that on-the-air CW training should be provided 
by more ARC Clubs as a service to local devotees of the art. 

I know that W1AW has training sessions. It is, however, 
something else when you are working on the air with someone you 
know and can discuss your own needs and problems. 

The Tallahassee ARC has such a program. The sessions are 
held Sunday through Thursday at 0100Z on 28.250 MHz. Each 
session opens with seven words per minute and the transmissions 
are keyboarded so as to maintain the exact speed needed by those 
involved. 

You can see that it would be easy to adjust the lesson to meet 
individual needs. Kent, KC4TOC is generally the net control. We 


- need more of this type of program by clubs. 


Another thing that we need to see developed are club-run 
classes for new hams who need to acquire basic skills on the 
equipment, soldering and you name it. We help people with traffic 
handling, but we assume that all have vast experience in elec- 
tronics. We do have lots of people who are skilled, but we have 
some who are not and are afraid to ask for help. 

I would suggest you read the MARS column in this issue 
concerning Operation: Holidays which is directed not only at 
MARS members, but all amateur radio operators. 

Get involved and help others, and amateur radio.
